In these reports 
Hess declared he had come to con- 
vince Britons that "Hitler would 
sincerely regret the collapse of the 
British empire" and that they 
should make peace before it was 
too late. 


He sought to show the British

ister Joachim von Ribbentrop and 
Bemto Mussolini in Rome three 
days after the flight said Hess had 
sent a farewell letter to Hitler 
promising to "use Great Britain's 
fascist circles to persuade the 
British to give in."

Washington, Feb. 7.—AP)— 


The navy revealed today its post- 
war blueprint for the nation's first 
line of defense—a fleet of 319 
fighting ships fit fqr "instant ac- 
tion" and ready to launch a sky 
armada of 3,627 planes. 


The biggest force would be al- 


located to the Pacific where a 
combat force of 176 warships is 
planned. The Atlantic detachment 
would muster 143 men-of-war. 


Behind these main operating 


forces would be two formidable re- 
serve fleets in stand-by condition, 
ready to be mobilized 
swiftly 


should changing world conditions 
necessitate reinforcements. 


The Pacific and Atlantic fleets 


will be sub-divided into half a doz- 
en or more units, active, ready re- 
serve, laid-up fleets, each with nu- 
merical designations. 


Effective Next Fall 


The program, including the se- 


lections of specific ships for active 
duty, was outlined in the annual 
report of Secretary of the Navy 
Forrestal to President Truman. Its 
effective date was set for comple- 
tion of demobilization next fall.

There was no imediate indica- 
tion what efect this will have on 
current supplies. 


3. Farmers will be asked to feed 


less wheat and other grams to 
livestock.

the other day. The doctor's crime ? 
Teaching music at Ms National 
Music Camp in Interlochen, Mich., 
after Mr. Petrillo had put it on 
the union's unfair list. 


And why was the camp on the 


unfair list? Well, that's not so 
simple. The AFM never put a 
teaching institution off limits be- 
fore. It hasn't since. Music schools 
or music teachers aren't unionized. 
The AFM isn't concerned with 
teachers but with performers, in- 
cluding those virtuosos who turn 
the platters for recorded broad- 
casts. 


Anyway, Dr. Maddy is out of the 


union, after a "trial" in which he 
charges he was not allowed to 
offer any argument or evidence. 
Mr. Petrillo apparently has had 
his revenge.- But Dr. Maddy still 
has his music camp and his posi- 
tion on the University of Michigan 
faculty, at least for the moment.

In 
court on appeal ,they were acquit- 
ted of asault but, by way of a 
Christmas present from Old Dan 
Tobin, the monarch of the union, 
who enjoys a winter palace on 
Miami Beach at the expense of the 
good old common man, they were 
fined $250 each by the union, and 
suspended for one year which 
means that they can't work as 
teamsters during that time. The 
union trial was conducted by one 
man who owes his job to Tobin 
and the rest of the union's big 
brass and Tobin made the final 
decision, having assumed jurisdic- 
tion under the teamsters consti- 
tution which permits him to re- 
verse the findings of the public 
courts, inflict fines, and throw vet- 
erans out of work, permanently, 
if it comes to that.

that local bosses of the teamsters 
undertook to pay off an enormous 
private debt of James M. Curley, 
another deserving Democrat and 
patron of the common man. so 
that he could start a new term in 
congress even with the board.

tored into Brussels with two Brit- 
ish officers before the period for 
the evacuation of that city had 
arrivedr~and under the armistice 
terms the Germans were entitled 
to open fire on such unofficial ex- 
peditions.

To reach the capital we had mo- 


tored miles along roads lined with 
cheering Belgians who heaped our 
car with flowers, 
because 
our 


were the first allied uniforms they 
had seen. 
We penetrated Brus- 


sels 
with much 
uneasiness, for

wasn't until we reached the big 
square at the Port de Namur tha't 
we really encountered danger. 


A huge crowd of eager Belgians 


closed in about our car so thai 
we couldn't move. 


Prussian officers came swagger- 
ing toward us, attracted by the 
throng and the car.

In that connection, 
I take this occasion to call atten- 
tion again to the recommendation 
of the joint chiefs of staff to the 
secretary of war and to myself, 
under date of Oct. 24, 1945. They 
suggested a special study 'to ex 
amine and report to the president 
on the problems of national secur- 
ity in the light of recent and pros- 
pective developments in the weap 
ons of warfare.' * * 
:* 


"While the Navy's 
long-term 


planning must cover the potential- 
ities of new weapons, the compo- 
sion of the active fleets now must 
be such as to meet the problems of 
the immediate next two or three 
years with the instruments now- 
available. 


When the war ended in the Pa- 


cific, the United States fleet was 
made up of 68,936 vessels of all 
kinds, ranging from capital ships 
down to surf boats for amphibious 
operations. It was from the vast 
pool that the two active fleets and 
the reserves 
are to be formed 


Some ships have been earmarked 
for scrapping, and about 100 have 
been designated as target vessels 
for the atomic bomb tests.

Washington, Feb. 7—(AP)—Lt. 


Gen. Masaharu Homma, Japanese 
war leader charged with condon- 
ing the Bataan Death March, to- 
day asked the supreme court to 
halt his trial before an American 
military commission in Manila. 


Homma also asked the high 


tribunal, by airmail, that he be 
taken out of the hands of the 
military and that the supreme 
court review a refusal by the 
Philippine supreme court to grant 
him a writ of habeas corpus. 


The general petitions were plac- 


ed in the mail in Manila late in 
January, while the supreme court 
was considering similar petitions 
filed by Japanese General Tomo- 
yuki Yamashita, who is under 
death sentence as a war criminal. 


The high tribunal last Monday

abled. 
Economists estimate that 


a federal tax of three per cent on 


the gross monthly intake of busi- 
ness and individuals (exempting 
the first $100 a month of individ- 
ual incomes) using 1943 govern- 
ment figures as a basis, would 
raise enough money to distribute 
$127.06 a month among the 16 
million citizens who are now eli- 
gible, those past 60 or disabled 
widows with dependent children. 
Totally disabled veterans would 
receive this annuity for the dura- 
tion of their disability. 
A wid- 


ow would receive this 
annuity 


each month until such time as the 
youngest child reached the age 
of eighteen.
